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RGLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE 28rn OF 
# past week has been characterized by large fluctuations of the barometer, 
le deficiency of pressure, slightly unsettled weather, and unusnally low tem- 
ature. The depression which was advancing eastwards through the provinre during the 
pat of the ge week was in South-Hast Bengal on Saturday (the 22nd). Moder- 
ately heavy rain fell on that day in the Chittagong district and Chittagong Hill Tracts, and 
light showers in the remaining districts of East Bengal, and in South-West Bengal and 
Orissa. The barometer rose rapidly on Saturday evening, and the depression disappeared 
before Sunday morning, when ordinary cold-weather conditions were again established. 
No change of importance occurred until the 25th, when another cold weather depres- 
.sion which had formed in Upper Indian began to influence the weather in Bengal. The baro- 
i meter fell rapidly, and was unusuaily low in West Bengal on the 26th (Wednesday), and on 
the 27th in East Bengal, so that the depression passed eastwards, ‘I'he rainfall! accompanying 
it was not large, and was distributed in a very unusual manner. On the 26th, showers were 
received to the east of the depression in Rast Bengal, and in Khoolna, Jessore, Pubna, Bogra, 
On the 27th rain fell to the south and west of the depression in the 24-Pergunnahs, Chitta- 
gong and Backergunge. The barometer rose rapidly on Thursday eveuing, and fine clear 
weather extended over the province on Friday morning. 

Tht barcmeteric fluctuations varied to some extont in different parts of the province, as 
they depended upon the movements of the two depressions, The barometer rose from °07” 
to 16” on the evening of the 22nd. It fell steadily and slowly during the 23rd, 24th and 
25th in Orisse, Behar, Chutia Nagpuc and West Bengal, so that on tne morning of the 26th 
it was from 06” to ‘15” lowor than on the morning of the 22nd. The fall continued in Bast 
Bengal until the morning of the 27th, and averaged 1.” The barometer rose very slowly 
after this fall, probably due to the fact that another depression bad formed in Upper India, 
and was again influencing the weather in Bongal. ‘The mean pressure of the week is yery 
considerably below the average, the difference being one-teuth of an inch in East Bengal, one- 
vinth of an inch in South-West Bengal, Orissa, North Behar and Chutia Nagpur. one-eighth 
of an inch in South Behar, and very nearly a sixth of an inch at Darjecling, where pressure is 
at present unusually low. ‘his is evideutly an effect of the unusualiy stormy weather 
which has prevailed for some time in the Himaliyan area, 

Temperature, as is usualin periods of prolonged deficient pressure, was unusually low. 
The deficiency was greater in the day than in the might temperature. Yho mean minimum 
day temperature for the week was below the normal by amounts ranging from 3:7° at 
Cuttack to 8:9° at Purneah and 96° at Darjeeling. The minimum night temperature was 

ractically the same as the mean in North and Central Behar, but was from 3° to 4° 

low it over the greater part of Bengal, Orissa, and Chutia Nagpur. It was 9°4° jn defect 
at Darjeeling. The chict feature at present is the abnormally low temperature over the ° 
hills of Northern India, the defect at Darjeeling averaging nearly 10° for the past week. 
The mean temperature of the week was 6° below tn@vormal mean in Chutia Naguur, 44° 
in South and:Hast Bengal and North Behar, and 3° in South Behar and Orissa. The 
following table gives data for eight representative stations :— .

The most noteworthy fact in the educational history of the year is the dis- 
appearance from the returns of the department, and the removal from depart- 
mental control, of 15,104 schools and 112,151 pupils. The decrease is under 
the heading of lower primary schools, and its causes will be discussed in the 
paragraph of the Resolution dealing with that branch of popular education. In 
so far as the decrease is not nominal, it is due to the exclusion, under recent orders, 
of new and untried schools from the returns; also of schools with less than’ 10 

upils, In all classes of schools other than lower primary, or progress 
i been made, especially in English schools, beth high and middle, and in 
the upper section of primary schouls. The increase of 23 shown under sehools 
of special instruction is really reducible to 5, 18 Mahomedan maktabs of a 
special character having been erroneously included under this head. Among 

ivate institutions not conforming to departmental standards, there is a ] 

increase ir: those teaching Arabic and Persian, hut a still larger falling off in those 
that teach Sanskrit. ‘The loss has been confined to the Patna Division, where 
more than 500 fo/s with less then ten pupils apiece have been excluded from the 
returns—unnecessarily, as the Director points out, since that restriction was 
intended to apply only to public primary schools seeking aid from the grant. for 
primary education. 

3. The actual reeeipts and expenditure of the Education Department wags'in 

Tinsineta) ‘resclts very close accordance with the revised estimates 
; published in the Financial Kesolution of this Gov- 
ernnient, dated the 31st August 186. In 1884-85 the sanctioned expenditure 
was Rs. 34,07,000, and the actual expenditure Rs. 34,00,000. The estimates for 
185-86 were originally fixed at Rs. 33,87,000, and were reduced after the 
beginning of the year to Rs 33,07,000. Through the vigilant control exercised 
by Mr. ‘Tawney over the expenditure of the department, a still further saving of 
Rs. 22,400 was effected on this reduced estimate. Receipts. however, fell short 
of the estimate of Rs. 5,68,000 by Ks. 29,400, so that the net Government 
expenditure exceeded the estimate by Rs. 7,000. The chief savings in expendi- 
ture were effected under the heads of primary education and of Government 
colleges, general and professional. The chief falling off in receipts is found under 
the head of municipal contributions to Government schools, which were estimated 
at Rs. 20,000, buc realised only Rs, 6,600, The Director points out that--two 
ars ago the receipts from municipalities under this. head amounted: to 
Rs 12,000, and a complaint is implied in his remark that the inéome from 
that source instead of advancing has gone back.. The. maintenance of all 
middle vernacular schools within municipal limits has | 
transferred to Municipal Boards, and Goyernment no longer — 
portion of their cost, Vurther steps are_now being taken to: enfor 
principle.

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‘Yhe Government expenditare has decreased by Rs 90,000, owing to the 
reductions effected during the year, and the total expenditure by Rs. 1,67,090, 
owing to the exclusion of 15,000 small schools from tho returns. ‘Chere 
has been a decrease of Iis. 12,000 under collegiate oducation, of Ls. 64,000 
under primary instruction, and of Ks. 80.000 under buildings. The only large 
increase in Government expenditure is found under the head of Superinten- 
dence, and arises from the increase of the salary of third grade Sub-Inspeciors 
from Its. 830 10 Ks. 50, and the appointment of Assis ant Inspectors for the 
Burdwan, Daccs.and Kajshahye Divisions. In the fee-receints of the Department 
there hus been an increase of Rs, 7,500 in high schools, of Ks. 4,500 in 
other schools, and of Rs. 1,000 in schools of law, medicine, and engineering, 
which has becn counterbalanced by a loss of Its. 18,500 in college-fees, due 
to the temporary withdrawal of second and fourth-year students after tho 
completion of their two-years’ course. ‘This resulted, as in the previous year, 
from the recent change in the date of the University examinations, the eftect 
of which has now ceased. ‘The proportion of the Government expendirure on 
education to its total cost was 39:1 per cent., which is slightly below what it was

The fact, remarked on by the Commission, that no aided colleges have 
hitherto sprung up in the interior of Bengal outside Calcutta is due, in 
Sir Rivers Thompson’s opinion, to no insufficiency in the scale of grants in-aid 
authorised by existing rules, but rather to the practice of requiring a fee of 
Rs. 5 a month to be levied in all colleges silo ne for Government aid ; 
while the example of private institutions in Calcutta, which uniformly chargo 
a fee of Rs. 3, shows tnat the former limit is too high. he rule has been 
relaxed in favour of the Narail College, in which the proposed rate of Rs. 8 
has been accepted. In matters relating to the internal administration of the 
Department, the recommendation of the Commission that native gentlemen 
of approved qualifications should be employed as Inspectors of Schools has 
been carried out by the appointment of Baboo Radhika Prasanna Mookerjea to 
officiate as Inspector of the Presidency Circle and by his promotion to the 
superior grades of the Department. ‘the Licutenant-Governor has learnt with 
pleasure from another portion of the report, that this officer has fully justified 
the action of the Government in thus promoting him. Conferences of depart- 
mental officers, cither alone or in conjunction with managers of private schools, 
have been held during the year, and the Licutenant-Governor has erdered that 
another, under the presidency of the Director of Public Instruction, shall be 
he'd this cold weather, at which, among other things, the grant-in-aid rules and 
many important questions connected with female education will be discussed. 
The appointment of two additional Inspectresses of Schools was recommended ; 
but financial exigencies madeit impossible to carry out the proposal. he educa- 
tion of Muhammadans has received careful attention ; and Sir Rivers Thompson 
has recently sanctioned the creation of 20 special scholarships awardable to 
Muhammadan studerts on the results of the Entrance, of 20 on tne results of the 
I, A., and of two on those of the B. A. Examination.

6. Ly the appointment during the past year of Assistant-Inspectors 
for the Burdwan, Dacca, and Rajshahye Divisions, 
every division in Bengal has now a Jvint or 
Assistant Inspector of its own, acting under the orders of, and in close 
communication with, the Circle Inspector. The Government of Bengal 
in fact looked forward to this result when first sanctioning the appoint-

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1886 than at any previous time, having advanced during the year from» 
2.779 to 2,998.” In Government and in aided collezes' the numbers 
are nearly stationary, the increase having. been confined to unaided 
colleges, and chiefly to the Metropolitan and Ripon Colleges of Caleutta, 
the Burdwan Maharajah’s College, and the Jagannath College of Dacea, 
the last two of which teach up to the First Arts standard only. The inereas- 
ing success of the Calcutta collegis under private management has again 
tended to reduce the numbers in the Presidency College, which fell to 180, 
against 204 in 1885, and 3x3 in 1883. The small decrease in the atrendance 
of the Dacca College is explained by the very successful start which the 
Jagannath College has made. ‘here is a large proportionate inerease in 
the numbers of the Patna College and the Ravenshaw College at Cuttack,—a 
satisfactory result in view of the progress and the requirements of Behar and 
Orissa. The General Assembly’s College in Calcutta is rapidly regaining 
its old position, ‘The total annual cost and the cost to Government of each 
student in Government colleges fell from Rs, 366 to Rs. 354, and from Rs, 269 
to Rs. 267 respectively. There is a similar decrease in the returns of private 
colleges generally, except in the Doveton, where the cosv of each student to 
Government has risen from Rs. 57 to Rs, 125, the Goverment grant having 
been slightly raised, while the average attendance has fallen one-half. The 
colleges of the ordinary type in which the education of each student costs most 
to Government are the Presidency (lis. 388), the Ravenshaw College at Cuttack 
(Rs. 361), and the Berhampore College (Rs. 393). The maintenance, even 
at a high cost, of the Ravenshaw College, in which the number of students. 
is still very small, is justified by the exceptional circumstances of Orissa; 
and the cost of the Berhampore College will disappear or be largely reduced 
with its transfer to a private b dy of managers. Of an exceptional kind are) 
the Bethune School (Ks. 620), the Sanskrit College (Rs. 397), and the Calentta 
Madrassa (Its. 991). But these last institutions exist for other p es 
than the maintenance of the small college classes attached to them; and the 
high rates quoted are apparently due to the fact that in each case the whole 
salary of the Principal is wrongly debited to the highest section of the college 
instead of being distributed over the whole institution. 

10. The Presidency College may be regarded 9s 4 genuine teaching 
University of the historical type, in which students have the opportunity of 
acquiring instruction in many branches of literature and science up to the 
highest standard now attainable in India. The maintenance of this insti- 
tution, as long as no private college teaching up to the same standard 
ean be obtained, is justified, in Sir Rivers Thompson’s opinion. by political 
and administrative considerations that are practically unaffected by a rise 
or fall in the number of its ordinary ieedenta or by fluctuations in its 
cost from year to year. A large proportion of its students will always 
be pass-men; but though the high fees which they pay help to reduce the 
cost of a necessarily expensive institution, it is not for their benefit that the 
college is muintained, since they might be educated elsewhere It is the 
Honour students—those who take the degree of B. A. in honvurs or the higher 
degree of M A.—who represent the true life of the college, and by whom 
its existence is justified. It is desirable that the State should provide education 
for men of this stamp as long as the best instruction cannot be obtained from 
other sources; for such meu frequently become the leaders of the com- 
munity, and their education to a high standard is a public gain, The 
increasing success of non-Goyernment institutions at the First Arts and B. A, 
examinations, to which the Director draws prominent attention, affords a clear 
proof that in the lower forms of collegiate education at any rate, the private — 
enterprise of the country is gradually taking a predominant position, In 1886 ~ 
the number of students passing the I°..\. examination from Government “as 
and from those under private management were 244 and 387 reapectively 5 at: :

Primary schools have always in Bengal 
been’ indigenous institutions, needing only the support and encouragement 
necessary for their multiplication to a degree sufficient to provide for the 
educational wants of the whole population of a school-going age, instead of, as 
at present, for a small minority ; of secondary schools, English and vernacular, 
only a small proportion are maintained by the Government, namely, one-twelfth 
of the former and one-sixth of the latter class; and it has just been shown that 
the number of students passing the First Arts examination from institutions 
under private management exceeds by more than one half the number passing 
from Government colleges. ‘The Lieutenant-Governur finds in these con- 
siderations additional grounds for the opinion he expressed in the Resolution on 
the Keport for 1884-85 ; and he trasts that, at no very distant date, it may be 
possible to confine the more direct operations of Government, if these are in any 
degree to be continued, to the provision of education for the highest class 
of students in the country—to those who will themselves become inde. 
ndent workers in their own special lines of study and research. And even 
in this sphere it is evident that private enterprise can compete not unsuccess- 

fully with the niore expensive Government ageney. 
41) The Government of India, in communicating approval of the action 
taken by the Lieutenant-Governor in regard to the trunsfer of the Midnapore 
‘and Berhampore Colleges, expressed the trust of the Governor General in 
Council that it may be found possible at no far distant period, and without 
detriment to the true interests of higher literary education in Bengal, to carry 
still» further the policy of the gradual transfer to independent management of 
the Government Colleges and other higher educational institutions of this 
rovinee. A report from the Director of Public Instruction upon this subject 
is awaited. Meanwhile, it is observed that the following information, extracted 
irom the report, shows that there has been an improvement during the year in 
the working of those colleges, as to the continuance of which on their present 
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Phere has thus been in every case an improvement in the result of examina- 
tions, and an increase inthe number on the rolls except at Kajshehye and 
Dacca. On the other hand a still greater progress was made by tie only 
‘two colleges opened by private enterprise in the interior—the Muharajah’s

in that year. The First Arts examination of June 18%4 was the last wader 
the old system, and an exceptionally large number of candidates, (48% in 
Bengal) was declared to have passed. Six months later a supplementar 
examination was held for those who had failed, and the number of suceess- 
ful candidates was still further increased by 290, or 777 in all, These were. 
examined for the B. A. degree in April 1886; and the Director adds: . “itis 
perhaps matter for congratulation, considering that every candidate who had the 
shadow of a chance was allowed to pass in 15%*4, that as many as 55 pe cent, 
passed the |}. A. examination two years later.” The new system underww 
the successful candidates are classified as B. A.’s with honours and_ordimary 
B. A.’s, with different standards of examination, makes a much needed and 
very useful distinction between two classes of candidates. The Presidency 
College passed 40 B. A.’s with honours, of whom 16 were in the first division. 
The Metropolitan Institution and the Dacca College each passed . 14. with 
honours and five in the first division ; the Patna College passed nine with honours. 
The first examination for the M. A. degree under its new regulations was 
held in November 1835. There was a marked decrease in the number of can- 
didates which fell from 71 in 1884 to 43. ‘The standard for the M.A. degree 
has been considerably raised in correspondence with the revised standard for 
honours in the B. A. examination; and those who took the B. A. degree under 
the old regulations in many cases found the new M. A. standard too high for 
them. Of the 43 candidates 50 were successful. Of these, the Presidency 
College claimed 16, the Metropolitan and General Assembly’s Colleges four each, 
the Patna College three. while one or two passed from St. Xavier's and the 
Sanskrit Colleges ‘I'he success of colleges under private management at these, 
the highest examinations of the University, affords ground for mueli satisfaction 
as indicating that there is no branch of literary education beyond the sphere 
of independent enterprise. x 

14. Sir Rivers |hompson gladly concurs in the opinion expressed b; 
a Director in the following terms upon the work of the higher eee re 
stall :— i.

The aided school in the new district of Khoolna has been converted into 
a Government institution. The Municipalities of Bally in the H ooghly district 
and of Nattore in Rajshahye have taken over the management of the high schoolg 
at those places. The increase of seven aided schools is due eithor to the 
rise of middle schools to this class, or to the giving of 4 grant to schools 
previously unaided. Of schools lately aided there are four, while ten new 
schools have come into existence without grants, so that thero is an increase 
of six unaided schools; hence there has been a total increase of 16 high schools 
and of 4,608 pupils due almost entirely to private effort. ‘The Lieutenant. 
Governor trusts that at no distant date a large number of Government schools 
will be transferred to the management of Joint Committees to he appointed 
under the Uocal Seif-Government Act There is fortunately no graund for 
questioning the complete capacity of bodies of native zeutlemen for mavaging 
high English schools; and the success which they have achieved for many 
years in comparatively small places may be looked for with even greater 
confidence in the head-quarter stations of districts. 
16. The Report shows « serious decline in the proportion of successful can- 
didates at the last two Entrance examinations of the University. The 
percentage of success has fallen from nearly 54 in 1884 to 36 in 1885 and 
to 28 in 1886. The decline has affected all classes of schoois and all 
Divisions alike; it has attracted considerible public attention, and the 
University has appointed a Committee to inquire into the subject It ig 
therefore unnecessary for the Lieutenant-!iovernor to comment on what would 
in other cireumstances have been deemed to indicate a loss of efliciency. It 
will be sufficient to compare the schools with each other at the last two 
examinations, rather than with their performances in previous years. ‘Fhe 
Hare-School heads the list of collegiate schools as usual; but in the examina- 
tion of 1886 the Kajshahye Collegiate School advanced from the sixth place 
to the second, displacing the Hinau School from the position whieh j¢ 
hasoccupied for many years. ‘The next in order are the collegiate schools 
at Dacca, Patna, and Uvoghly. Among zillah schools the highest 
places were taken in 1885 by Comilla, Chapra, Barisal and Beerbhoom, 
and in 1886 by Barisal, Blugulpore and Comilla. The Mymensing School, 
in former vears tle strenuous competitor for the first place with Barisal, has 
now fallen to s comparatively low position on the list. In both these 
laves schools under private management have been for some years success. 
ly maintained The Gya and Chapra Schools drew no portion of their 
net grants during the year, the income from fees and subscriptions bein 
eufficient for their maintenance. The Howrah School obtained a very high 
at the examination, but the attempt to work it without a net grant hag 
uiled, spat gienvions years There are many schools under private manage- 
ment in the neighbourhood, and the question of retaining this as e 
Government institution is one tht is now under the Licutenunt-Governor’g 
sideration in connexion with the revision of net grants to schools, The new 
schoo! at Khoolna hus made a. fair start by passing five candidates at 
wition. From the Ranchi School a genuine Kol bey passed the 
xamination in 1885, and’ gained a iwuior scholarship, The 
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‘Inspector of the Western Circle, Baboo Bramha Mohan Mullick, complains 
‘that managers of middle schools are often tempted to raise them to the 
high class without being able to provide a sufficient staff. That many schools 
under private management are really inefficient is illustrated by the Inspector’s 
remark that his seven departmental schools passed more candidates than all 
the “other 50. schools that competed. The Director is justified in his comment 
that “the chief drawback to this state of things is that a bad high school 
ceases to be even a good middle school ; for the teaching in a high school 
is or may be conducted exclusively through English, and no longer in the 
vernacular.” But so far as aided schools are concerned, the remedy lies in 
his own hands, for the Director may refuse to allow a school to raise its 
class unless he is satisfied that the new teaching staff is thoroughly efficient. 
He is requested to impress this point upon Circie Inspectors when they send 
up proposals for the conversion of middle to high class schools.

The increase of four Government and two Municipal schools is the result 
of a mere change Of classification, arising from the addition of English classes 
to middle vernacular schools. The increase of 15 aided schools is explained 
as follows:—Ten middle vernacular schools were raised, and one high schoo} 
was reduced, to this class, while 26 unaided schools received grants. On the 
other hand, two middle English schools were reduced to vernacular, and five were 
raised to high English schools, while the grants were withdrawn from 14, and 
one aided school was taken over by a municipality. The danger referred 
to in the last paragraph as attending the elevation of middle to high English 
schools is also noticed as incidental to the conversion of middle vernacular 
into middle English schools. In accordance with the orders of 1478, an English 
class can be added, with the consent of the Inspector, to any vernacular 
school, and as soon as the English teaching is declared efficient, it is ranked as 
a middle English school ; but in some cases it is reported that this conversion is 
effected at the cost of the vernacular teaching, the school being unable to 
aftord an English teacher without reducing to some, and perhaps a dangerous, 
extent the vernacular staff. Vernacular instruction is the basis of all middle 
schools, whether they are classed as English or as vernacular; and the Lieute- 
nant-Governor must insist on the utmost care being taken to prevent any 
loss of its efficiency. It is hardly necessary to repeat that a good vernacular 
schoo! is far more useful than a school which teaches both English and the 
vernacular badly. 

18. The figures for middle vernacular schools are here given :—

Before any of these are officially recognised as English 
schools,the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the conditions referred to in the 
last paragraph will be steadily enforced. He regrets to observe the ack ward 
and even eclining state of aided middle education in Bear, especially in 
those schools in which no English is taught. In the Patna (ivision, middle 
English schools fell from 60 to 53, and middle vernacular schools from 13 to 7. 
i schools flourish in iehar, but students who seck education of any 
higher kind seem to prefer for the most part the zillah schools at head-quarters, 
or the high schools which in many places have been established under private 
ent side by side with the zillah schools. Indeed, the chief purpose 
which middle schools appear to serve in Behar is not so much to promote

10. The results of the examinations of candidates from middle schools, 
English and vermacular, for the middle scholarship certificate, were satisfactory, 
In 1884-85, 7,540 candidates appeared, of whom 654 obtained the middle, 
English and 3,115 the mide vernacular certificates or 3,769 in all. 
- In 1885-86, 6,656 candidates appeared, of whom 590 gained the middle English 
and 3,111 the middie vernacular certificates or 3,701 in all. The number of 
candidates was smaller by 884 than in the previous year, when, owing to the 
change in the date of examination, the session consisted of 17 months, but 
the number of successful candidates was only 68 behind. At the examination 
_ of 1885-86, pupils of middle English schools gained 569 English and 582 
vernacular certificates, while those from middle vernacular schools gained

It is stated that the opinion of 
District Officers is practically unanimous in favour of the change, ‘an 
it is evident that the new rule has had the good effect of preventi 
the waste of public money on ephemeral institutions got up for the sake 
of the reward, and doing no real good. The result of the lower primary 
scholarship examination, however, shows a decrease of 612 competing and 
542 successful schools, on which the Director observes: 

“ The percentage is better than in the previous year; but still it must be admitted that 
the small schools excluded undor the new system contained many pupils who were :alified to 
pass the lower primary examination, and who have now lost the advantage of that incentive 
to progress which the examination supplied. ‘This is a fact the importence of which must not 
be overlooked ; and the unfavourable resulls of the last examination cannct, in. my opinion, 
be explained {as som’ have endeavoured to explain it) by changes in the system of examinas 
tion tending to increased strictness, We must accept the fact that primary education during — 
the past year has received a check, from which we may nevertheless hope that it ‘will again 
recover. ‘Ihe advantage of concentrating effort and limiting the area of operatious is tn- 
doubted with our presont limited agency; but there is no use in disguising from ourgely 
tho fact that in a large part of Bengal we have been compelled to part with control Ps sat 
and promising educational material.” fe pes 

21. The importance of not diminishing the number of those who reall: 
receive primary eduction is apparent from the fact that, of the boys of ethelt 
going age in Bengal, little morethan one-fourth are classified as under instrae- 
tion. \\ ere funds available, it would be most desirable to extend the blessings 
of primary education to the three-fourths of the population now allowed to grow 
up in ignorance, and even with the limited means now at the disposal of 
Government, every effort should be made to prevent a falling off. It is noticed 
that the loss has been great: st where it could be least afforded: the Presidency 
Division has not suflered, while behar, always backward in educational position, 
has lost the enormous number of 5,(:47. In this division where, as previously 
noticed, the rule was by mistake extended even to Sanskrit tols, the number of 
candidates for the lower scholarship examination declined from 13,616 to 9,429 
the number of successful scholars from 6,867 to 5,263, and no explanation ob 
the falling off has been given by the Inspector, It appears, moreover, that the 
Mulammedans, who frequently keep up small schools as maktabs, have suffered 
in a special manner from the new system. ‘Tie Lieutenant-Governor will ask. 
for a special report on the working of the new rules from the Director, and 
util orders have been passed on it, District Magistrates, in communication with 
District Education Committees, may, as formerly, exerci:e a discretion in the 
mutter, in places where District Boards have not been established. 

22. On the other hand it is satisfactory to be able to record a 
considerable advance in the number and the efficiency of upper primary 
schools, which nak the highest point yet reached in primary edueation, 
These show an increase of 860 schools and of 12,621 pupils; and the 
steady increase in their number affords ground for the hope expressed two 
years avo that the number of schools of this class will at no distant date reach 
5,000. ‘hey are gradually coming to take in outlying villages, the place former- 
ly held by middle vernacular schools, while these latter tend more and more in all 
advanced places to be converted into English schools. The results of the up 
primary scholarship examination were also good.

23. For the summary account of the progress of primary education in — 
each district which has been furnished in previous reports, Mr. Croft has now 
substituted threo useful tabular statements, which supply, ina convenient form, the — 
chief facts of interest, The first of these tables shows for each district the 
portion of suaock bers to all boys of school-going age. In four districts, nanwely 
Howrah, Hooghly, Tipperali sid Noakhally, and im Calcutta, more than 40 per 
cent of the male population of school-going age are actually at school, Howrs 
héading tho list with 58 per cont.

with 3 per cent, The backward state of education in Mozufferpore, a fertile and 
in some respects not a backward district, is deplorable, and calls for the earnest 
attention of the local authorities. Reckoned by divisions, Burdwan, Chittagong 
and Orissa stand on a close equality at the head of the list with 46 to 
46} per cent.; Dacca follows with 36, and the Presidency Division with 
29 per cent. ; lowest on the list stand Rajshahye, Chota Nagpore, Bhagulpore 
ant face, with from 15 to 12 percent. An equally interesting table is that 
in which districts are classified, not by the total number of their pupils, 
but by the number and advancement of their primary schools, under a 
rough system in which five marks are assigned to each upper primary 
school, three to a school which has reached the lower primary scholar- 
ship standard, and one to a school below that standard,—these numbers 
corresponding generally with the number of years in which a school reaches 
each standard. In this table Midnapore, Cuttack, Tipperah, Mymensingh, 
Backergunge, and Burdwan stand highest. The four distriets—Howrah, 
Hooghly, Tipperah, and Noakholly—which stood at the head of the previous 
table. now occupy the 31st, 11th, 8rd, and 20th places respectively, showing 
that the number of pupils at school in any district affords no test of the quality 
of the instruction imparted. A third table shows the financial results of the 
administration of the primary grant, which amounted to 7} lakhs in 1885-86, 
The average yearly cost of each school in Bengal was Is, 13-10, and of each 
pupil 93 annas. The average is highest in Chota Nagpore, where each schoo! 
cost Rs 87-1 for the year; the Kajshahve and Presidency Divisions follow 
with Rs. 23-3 and Rs. 21-4 respectively. The schools are worked most 
cheaply in Orissa, Dacea, Burdwan, and Chittagong, where the cost varies 
from Rs. 11-8 to Rs. 14-4 a year The Lieutenant-Governor notices 
thet the divisions in which the schools asa whole are cheapest are precisely 
those in which, according to the second table above referred to, education 
is the most advanced. Julged by that table, the most advaneed divi- 
sions are Orissa, Dacca, Burdwan, aud Chittagong: and it is in these divisions 
that the average cost of a school is lower than elsewhere, namely Rs, 12, Rs. 13, 
Rs, 14, and Rs. 14 respectively. There is no doubt good reason why, in 
exceptionally backward parts of the country such as the Rajshaliye Division 
and Chota Nagpore, the maintenance of schools even of an inferior type 
should be difficult and custly; and, on the other hand, in Orissa and Western 
Bengal, where for centuries the people have shown remarkable aptitude for ele- 
mentary education, it is probable that even good schools can be maintained 
with little help from the State. Still the fact that the advancement of schools in 
different parts ol the country should vary almost uniformly in inverse proportion 
to their cost is so remarkable, and inay so reasonably be due to differences in 
the value of administrative methods, that the Jieutenant-Governor requests 
that this subject may receive careful attention at the next Conference of 
Inspectors. The introduction of more practical subjects at primary examina- 
tions was suggested by the Education Commission, and the subject has 
noticed in the Resolutions on the lust two reports. The Director will 
be requested to report what steps have been taken (1) for carrying into 
effect his recommendation that mensuration should be taught with the first 
book of Euclid in primary schools; (2) with regard to the sugyestion 
made in the Resolution on the report for 1883-s4, that an casy treatise 
on the preservation of heelth should be substituted for the Samtary 
Primer which was said to have proved to be too abstruse and difficult for 
lower primary students.

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the supply of certificated teachers for middle schools is unequal to the 
demand, and the Director repor's that applications continue to be received for 
an increase of the stipend grant to tiaining schools. ‘The diflicuivy mij am to 
the Lieutenant-Governor to lie not in the insufficiency of the yrant, but (as 
pointed out in the Resolution on the report for 1884-85) in the fact that many 
of the certificatea teachers betake themselves to other and more lucrative 
eceupations than that of a schoolmaster. Instead of paying fees, when at 
school, like other students, they receive stipends, paid with the object of induc- 
ing them to adopt a particular profession, and when they leave school they are 
not bound to fellow that profession. It is difficult to find any remedy for 
this except by improving the position of vernacular teachers in middle schovls 
throughout the country—-a change involving largely increased expenditure both 
on Government middle schools and in grants-in-aid. The guru training classes 
are doing useful work, and 181 gurus reeeived certificates during the year 
‘he outturn of these classes is, however, far below tho requirements of the 
province ; and shortly before the close of the year an arrangement was sanc- 
tioned for training 500 gurus annually in classes to be attached to middle 
schools, at an annual cost of Rs. 6,000, The scheme is being extended to all 
parts of Bengal ‘Ihe aided training schoels at Barrackpore, Krishnagar, and 
Kanchi, all for Native Christians, the two schools for Sonthals at Buimpore und 
Kishenpore, and the Scotch Mission school at Darjeeling, are reported to be 
doing useful work and to have advanced in numbers. There are three 
nided schools for mistresses, and from one of these—the Free Church Normal 
school—a pupil passed at the First Arts Examination of 1886. 
25. Law schools have increased from eight to ten, owing to the openin 
of law classes in connexion with the Ripor nn 

is haan Jagannath Colleges, The total average attend- 
ance for all schools was 947, against 765 in the preceding year. At the 
University examination 119 candidates qualified for the degreb of Bachelor 
of Law, against 77 in the previous year. The total number of students in 
medicine has declined from $04 to 742. There has been a large increase in 
the Caleutta Medical College and the Campbell School at Sealdah, but the 
attendance at the Patna Medical School has fallen from 151 to 92—a result 
which is ascribed to the backwardness of middle education in Behar, and the 
consequent difficulty of keeping up a supply of students who have passed the 
middle scholarship examination, The question of revising the standard of 
admission to the school is under consideration. From the Caleutta 
Medical College, 14 candidates passed the first and 28 the final University 
examination; three native das and five  pupil-nurses also received 
certificates of qualification in midwifery. The hostel for female students of 
medicine, which has been constructed from the munificent gift of Rs. 1,50,000 
wade by Her Highness the Maharani Sarnamayi, is now complete and read 
for occupation. ‘The Licutenunt-Governor has ordered that girls shall be eligible 
for admission to the Medical College after passing the University Entrance 
Examination ; and that, on passing the college examination after a three years’ 
course of classes and practical instruction, they shall be entitled to certificates 
qualifying them to practise medicine, surgery, and midwifery. A grant of 
Ks. 3,000 was sanctioned by the Lieutenant-Governor for furnishing the hostel, 
and Sir Walter deSouza contributed a sum of Rs. 2,400 for the provision of 
scholarships. From the medical schools at Dacca, Patna, and Cuttack, 37, 38, 
und $ students, respectively, passed the final examination qualifying them for 
employment as civil hospital assistants, 

26. ‘The Engineering College at Secbpore contained 52 and 104 students 
in the Engineer and Apprentice Departments 
respectively—a slight advance on the numbers 
of the previous year, Of six candidates for the University License in. 
Engineering, three passed. Of 13 apprentices, 12 passed the final examina- 
tion and entered upon their practical course. These last have no difficulty in 
obtaining employment, partly owing to the excellent workshop training they 
receive. Of the Engineering Department the Director has formed a less 
favourable opinion, and he has proposed the appointment of a Committee 
to enquire into the subject. This suggestion is at present under consideration. 
The College is under the superintendence of a body of Governors whose aid 
might be invoked in the solution of any difficulties of working.’ kite 
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The Scebpore College. 
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27. The three survey oe at Dacca, Patna, a Cuttack contained 201 
students inst 156 the year before. At the

61 passed and obtained certificates These schools are uniformly popular and 
successful, and the passed students find good employment without difficulty, 
28. The School of Art in Calcutta suffered a serious blow in the 
eit oat death of Mr. H. H. Locke, who, during the 
many years of his Principalship, laboured to 
raise the institution to a high point of excellence. He was succeeded 
by Mr. Schaumburg, whose services promised to be of great value to the 
school, especially in the development of industrial art; but he also unhappil 
died very shortly after his appointment. The institution was then slate, 
pending the appointment of a Principal from England, in charge of the Assis- 
tant Principal, Signor Ghilardi, Progress is being made in the wood-carving 
and metal-chasing classes, to which a more practical turn has been given. The 
modelling class promises well, though the attendance is small; and anew 
development is likely to be given to this class in the production of a series of 
ethnological models of the kind that attracted so much attention in the Colonial 
and Indian Exhibition held in London in 1586. The resuscitation of Indian 
decorative art is also being attempted, though the class is not as yet very 
opular. Signor Ghilardi remarks :—‘ If our 163 students were asked which 
faandhs of the profession they would rather cultivate, the majority of them 
would answer portrait-painting. A decorative painter is not held in great 
esteem among Indians, and is considered little better than a common mechanic. 
The Musulmans on this point show better judgment.” From the accumula- 
tions of the grant to the Art Gallery, a large number of paintings were purchased 
in England at a cost of £7587, chiefly through the instrumentality of Lord 
Northbrook, to whose services and assistance the gallery has been greatly 
indebted ever since its foundation, Lord Northbrook also presented the gallery 
with four water-colour paintings. : 
29. There are eight industrial schools in Bengal, four of which receive 
Todustrial echocls. grants from Government, and two from the 
municipalities of Moorshedabad and Berhampore. 
The Maisadal technical school at Midnapore promises to become a very 
useful institution, and the Lieutenant-Governor has recently sanctioned a 
grant of Rs. 50 a month towards its support. The whole subject of technical 
education is receiving careful attention ; and it is to be hoped that—whatever 
may be done with regard to the larger schemes of advanced instruction that 
have been proposed—a beginning may at any rate be made by establishing, 
at all industrial centres, schools designed to make the artisans who attend 
them better and morg skilful workmen in their particular handicrafts. The East 
Indian Railway has taken the lead in this matter by establishing, in connection 
with their more important workshops, schools of technical instruction for the 
workmen and their children. 
30. The following table shows the advance 
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Of these schools, three are high English, four middle English, 15 middle verna- 
cular and 274 upper primary. The rest are lower primary schools, mostly aided 
from the primary grant, at an average cost to the State of Rs. 18 ayear. The 
total cost of female education in Calcutta was Rs. 2,95,842, of which Govern- 
ment contributed Rs. J,07,216 The Bethune School had 142 pupils in the lower, 
and five in the upper or college department. One girl passed the Entrance 
examination from this school, and two the B, A. examination—one of them, Miss 
Kamini Sen, taking honours in Sanskrit. ‘Two young ladies from other insti- 
tutions, not included in the foregoing table—namely, the Doveton and the Free 
Church Normal School—passed the First Arts examination. From the Eden 
Female School at Dacca one candidate passed the Entrance examination. 
The third high school is the Christ Church girls’ school in Calcutta, ably 
managed by Miss Neele, and chiefly intended for native converts. Most of 
the girls’ schocls in Calcutta are under missionary management, in connection 
with one or other of the zenana agencies. According to the report of Mrs. 
Wheeler, the Inspectress of Schools, a very considerable advance has been made 
in the elementary education of girls The total uumber that passed by her 
standards was J,573, or more than double the, number of the previous year. 
The Church of England and the American Zenana Missions were the most 
successful. Outside the sphere of missionary agency, there are 54 lower primary 
schools in Caleutta with 1,859 pupils, and 29 girls’ classes attached to boys’ 
schools with 289 pupils, These are the result of less than two years’ work, 
under the system introduced in August 1484 for opening girls’ schools and 
classes aided by capitation grants; the maximum grant which a teacher can 
earn under this system being Rs. 10 a month. The total expenditure on these 
schools was Rs. 2,647, of which Is, 2,528 were contributed by Government. 
31. Outside Caleutta there has been a slight decline in the number of 
girls’ schools, but a considerable inersase in that of pupiis. In the Burdwan 
Division the schelarship «und prize examinations held by the Uttarpara 
Hitakari Sabha have been brought into close conformity with the depart- 
mental standards; and the schools of the Midnapore district, which formerly 
held aloof, now send candidates to these examinaticns. In the Beerbhoom 
district a Mahomedan girl for the first time won a scholarship offered for 
competition by the Sabha. In Midnapore a Sonthal girl won a prize of the 
value of Rs. 15. Inthe Presidency, Dacca, and Chittagong Divisions also 
the local Subhas or umons are largely instrumental in promoting female 
education. In the districts of Eastern Bengul there has been a large loss 
of pupils, which is ascribed partly to the general levying of fees in the girls’ 
schools. In Tipperah, however, there is a large increase, due to the raising 
of the capitation grant for girls making satisfactory progress. In these two 
divisions 12 girls passed the upper and 194 the lower primary schclarship 
examination, the Dacca Division contributing by far the one: share. The 
Patna Division is backward in female education, tne only fairly good schools 
being those attended by Bengali girls. In the Bhagulpore Division three 
special schools for Sonthal girls have been opened in the Bhagulpore and 
Sonthal Pergunnahs districts. In Orissa an exceptionally large number of 
girls passed the lower primary scholarship examination. The girls’ schools 
in this division are said to be placed on a sound and satisfactory footing.

83. Atthe examination for scholarships and certificates under the Code, 
there was a large increase in the number of candidates, especially of. those for 
primary scholarships and certificates. At the middle examination, the candidates 
increased from 73 to 96; at the primary examination from 247 to 396. The per- 
centage of passes fell from 48 to 45 at the middle examination, but rose from 66 
to 72 at the primary. At both examinations the percentage was greater for girls 
than for boys. At the primary examination, two-thirds of the girls, but only 
the boys, were placed in the first and second division. The large 
increase in the number of candidates for certificates confirms the view expressed 
last year that the popularity of the examination depends less upon the pecuniary 
rewards attached to it than upon the publicity given to the results by their

were 12 in 1885 and 31 in 1886; for the B. A. degree four in 1885 19 
in 1886; and for the M A. degree one in 1885 and two in 1886. To help them 
still further in this respect, the Lieutenant-Governor has recently sanctioned 
the foundation of 20 scholarships awardable to Mahomedans on the results of 
the Entrance examination, and a like number on the results of the First Arts 
examination. It is hoped that, with the special aid now offered, and with 
the assistance liberally given by the more enlightened Mahomedans, they will 
be ablo before long to meet all other sections of the community on more 
equal terms ; el 

35. The central examination of Pengal madrassas was held in April 1885, 
when 206 candidates appeared and 120 passed. Pupils from the richly endo 
madrassa at Sasseram, in the district of Shahabad, appeared for the first time at 
this examination, and with suecess. The estimated income of the Mohsin Endow- 
ment Fund during 1885-86 was Rs. 59,452, the estimated expenditure Rg. 57,426, 
and the actual expenditure Rs, 52,551, of which Rs, 28,857 were spent upon 
the maintenance of the madrassas supported from this endowment, and the 
remainder chiefly upon the English education of Mahomedan students, 

36. The total namber of pupils coming under this class has declined 
from $3,141 to 29,906, owing to the general causes 
already described, Some progress is, however, 
reported in the education of these races. The American Baptist Mission in 
Midnapore has increased the number of its “jungle schools” for Sonthal 
children from 52 with 1,245 pupils to 72 with 1,879 pupils. Two Sonthal 
boys passed the middle seloiarsip exumination for the first time in that 
district. There are two training schools for Sonthals in the Burdwan 
Division—one at Bhimpore in Midnapore, the other at Bissenpore in 
Bankoora. In Beerbhoom also there are 18 schools for the education of 
Sonthals. In the Rajshalhye Division the Bhutea Boarding School at 
Darjeeling trains 31 pupils of the hill races toa considerable standard in 
English ; and the Scotch Mission schools give an elementary vernacular educa- 
tion to the children of coolies on the tea gardens and others. In the Chittagong 
Division the bulk of the aboriginal pupils are the Barua Mugs in the plains, 
and the Joomia Mugs and Chakmuas in the Till Tracts of Chittagong; it is for 
the two last named races that the boarding schools at Rangamati and Bandar- 
ban are kept up. These pupils gained some success at the middle and upper 
primary scholarship examinations of the division, In the Sonthal Pergunnahs 
the education of Sonthals is carried on by the Government, the Church 
Mission Socicty and the “Home Missin” under Messrs. Boeresen and 
Skrefsrud. The Government scheme for the Donin-i-Koh is ‘working well, 
and more schools are needed. Both the Church Mission Society and the 
Home Mission have admirable schools for girls, supcrintended by the ladies of 
the Mission. ‘he Chota Nagpore Division contains the largest number of 
aboriginal pupils. ‘Ywo Kol candidates appeares at the last Entrance examina- 
tion from the Ranchi School, and one passed, vaining a juniér scholarship of 
Ks. 10 a month, which he now holds in tie Uurdwan Maharaja’s College. 
This is the first instance of a pupil of aboriginal.birth being suecessful at any 
University examination, Five candidates from this division passed the middle 
scholarship examination, 24 the upper primary, und 120 the lower ‘primary. 
A part of the educational work in Chotx Negpore isin the hands’ of four 
missionary societies, namely, the Berlin Evangelical, the Society for the ~~ 
Propagation of the Gospel, the free Church of Scotland, and St. Xavier's, 
nearly all of which are extending their oporations.

|. It is stated that the maktabs in Chota Nagpore and in Behar 
are gradually losing their importance froma secular point of view, owing 
to the adoption of Hindi as the court language, and that Hindus do not now 
use these schools as they formerly did for the acquisition of Persian. ‘The 
number of tols in Bengal decreased from 1,058 to 4577, owing to the 
unauthorised exclusion of tols with less than ten pupils in the Patna Division. 
“Tols all over the country,” the Director remarks, “ are generally attended 
by but few pupils, owing to the fact that the pundit has, in conformity with 
immemorial tradition, to maintain as well as to teach his scholars. The average 
number of pupils in a tol is in fact only eight or nine, and ina return of the 
indigenous agencies of instruction it is necessary to show all that exist.” In any 
future scheme that may be devised for the improvement and encouragement of the 
tols, it is probable that such encouragement will take the form of rewards to those 
pundits whose pupils pass a central examination. ‘Nhe pundits will be left to teach 
after their own methods, without compulsion of any kind from the inspecting 
officers of the Department; and in this point of view it is indifferent how many 
pupils a tol has. The Sanskrit title examination was held in April 1884, 
at which 106 candidaies presented themselves and 86 passed—15 in literature, 
18 in law, and 8 in philosophy. A second examination was held under the 
revised rules in February 1886, at which the number of candidates fell to 48 
in consequence of the difficulty of the new standard. Of those who presented 
themselves, 36 again passed—28 in literature, 4 in law, and 3 in_philo- 
sophy. The question of establishing a lower and preliminary standard of 
examination, in order. to suit the tols, such as those of Behar, which are less 
advanced, is now under consideration. ‘The Dacca Sarasved San held an 
examination in 1886, at which 233 candidates appeared from 59 tols. The 
standard appears to be much lower than that of the Sanskrit title examination, 
and the introduction of the proposed preliminary test would probably meet the 
requirements of the tols in Kastern Bengal.

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METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL SUMMARY OF THE PROVINCE OF 
BENGAL FOR THE MONTH OF JANUARY 1887. 


Tre weather in northern India during the past month has been very unusual. In 
normal] seasons fine, clear, dry weather prevails throughout the province with very occasional 
interruptions, when small depressions or cold-weather disturbances which have formed in 
Upper India pass eastwards and enter Behar or Chutia Nagpur. They modify the 
weather to a slight extent, causing clouded skies and giving light showers, They 
generally fill up in Behar, but sometimes pass eastwards through Bengal and then disappear. 
The amount of rain they give is rarely large in Bengal, and the average total rainfall of 
the month, which is mainly, if not entirely, due to them varies from three-tenths of an inch 
in Orissa to five-tenths of an inch in North Behar. Their importance lies in the fact 
that the winter snowfall on the Himalayas occurs chiefly during these storms or disturbances, 
anditis now apparently thoroughly estublished that an unusual accumulation of enow 
in the Himalayas (due to the occurrence of a larger number of these storms, and in a more 
incense form than usual) exercises a powerful influence on the weather for some months, 
tends to retard the advance of tne south-west monsoon humid current over Northern 
India, and hence to diminish considerably the rainfall of the south-west monsoon season. 
The past month has been characterized by the occurrence of a very large number of these 
disturbances, which have followed each other in rapid succession. One especially of these 
storms was the largest and most severe of its kind that has been known for many years, 
certainly since 1877, and probably forthe last 30 years. The fcllowing gives a list of 
these disturbances which, after forming in Upper India, entered into the Province of Bengal 
dnring the past month, and either filled up or passed through the province eastwards into 
Burmah :— 

First depression of January 7th, 8th, and 9th.—It appears to have originated in the 
south of Rajpootana, and began to influence the weather on the 6th. It passed through 
the northern districts of Chutia Nagpur and South Behar on the 7th, and through Central 
into East Bengal on the 8th, and disappeared on the 9th. It gavea series of thunder- 
storms, and moderate general rain to Chutia Nagpur, Behar, and the greater part of 
Bengal on the 7th and 8th. 

Second depression of January 18th to 15th.—This was a feebler and smaller disturb- 
ance than the previous, It formed in the Punjab on the 12th and began to modify the 
weather in Behar on the 13th, The depression passed into Behar and Chutia Nagpur 
on the 14th, and filled up on the morning of the 15th without passing into Bengal. It gave 
light to moderate rain to the whole of Behar and Chutia Nagpur, The rainfall was largest 
in the Ilazaribogh and Lohardugga districts, and generally exceeded one inch in that 
area. 

Third depression of January 19th to 22nd.—This was the most marked disturbance of 
the month, aud one of the largest and most remarkable of its class that have occurred 
since the commencement of meteorological work in India. It originated in the Punjab 
on the evening of the 17th, The barometer fell rapidly until the depression exceeded five- 
tenths of an inch. It passed through the North. Western Provinces on the 20th, through 
Behar aud West Bengal on the 21st, and through East Bengal on the 22nd, when it disap- 
peared or passed into Burmah. The storm extended over the Himalayan region and gave 
heavy snowfall, ‘he fall at Darjeeling was the largest exverienced for man years. 
It also gave general and unusually heavy rain for the season to the wholeof Behar, 
Chutia Nagpur, and Bengal. The average amount received during the storm in North 
Behar was 1°6 inches, ia South Behar 1°2 inches, and in North Bengal 1-1 inches, 

Fourth depression of January 25th to 27th.—This was much smaller than the previous 
disturbance. It originated in Upper India on the 24th and 25th, passed through Behar into 
West Bengal on the 26th, and through East Bengal onthe 27th. The rainfall attending it was 
moderate in amount and distributed in an unusual manner, as it fell chiefly in East Bengal, 
and portions of South-West and North Bengal. 

Fifth depression of January 28th and 30th,—This was of less importance than the pre- 
vious, It formed in Upper India on the 27th, and passed rapidly eastwards through the 
province on the 29th and 30th, when it disappeared. It gave light showers, chiefly in East 
Bengal, on the 30th. 

Each of these disturbances was accompanied by the same atmospheric changes. During 
their advance the barometer fell briskly (from 1” to *2”). Temperature and humidity 
increased rapidly, skies became more or less clouded, the winds shifted, and showed slight 
convergence to the position of Jowest pressure, and rain fell in varying amounts, After their 
passage through, or final disappearance in, the province, the barometer rose very quickly 
(much more rapidly than it fell), temperature and humidity decreased with great rapidity, 
and the winds resumed their ordinary cold-weather directions, 

Pressure—Was unusually yaa 
the five cold-weather depressions, The third and largest caused a fall averaging *2” through- 
out the province, and in the others the fall varied hetween *l” and+15”. The mean pressure 
cf the mouth is hence very considerably below the normal mean. The defect was greatest at 
Darjeeling, as might be expected, seeing that these disturbances undoubtedly originate in 
the higher strata of the atmosphere and influence the weather on the Himalayas more than 
in the plains of Northern India. It was very nearly an eighth of an inch at Darjeeling. 
The deficiency varied between ‘06” in East Bengal and *09” in Behar, 

Temperature.—The month was characterized by unusually rapid and large variations, 
Temperature imcreased quickly during the passage of the di » and dimi- 
nished more briskly after their disappearance, The third and largest disturbance was 
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‘Phe mean temperature of the month is below the average for all divisions except 
Orissa. Thiswas chiefly due to the effect of the cold period which followed the third 
depression, ‘the mean temperature of the mouth for Chutia Nagpur and North Behar

n? Rainfall.—The periods of occurrence of rainfall during the mouth have been already 
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described. Hain fell during each of the five disturbances. By far the largest proportion 
fell durivg the third disturbance. Moderately heavy and general rain was received during 
the first storm. ‘Ihe rainfall which at‘ended the remaining three storms was small in 
amount, and partial and local in character, Orissa received its normal average amount— 
ove-third of an inch. The average rainfall in the other six divisions variea between 
one and two inches, and is from three to five and a half times its normal amount, Chutia 
Nagpur, Kast Bengal, and North Behar received the heaviest rainfalls aud the largest 
amounts. The following districts received averages slightly exceeding 24 iuches :-—Backer- 
range, Noakholly, Durjceling, Purneah ; between 23 and 2 incles, Bhagulpore, Bankipore, 
hunga, Hagiribagh, Loharduggs, Manbhoom and Chittagong ; aud the following between 


2 and 14 inches; Beerbhoom, Moorshedabad, Dinagepore, Rungpore, Julpiguree, Muguffer- 


, Sarun and Gya. ‘The only districts in Bengal, Behar and Chutis Nagpur, where the 
vistrict ‘rainfa]| wos less than one inch, were Dacca (‘St inch), Bankoora (‘74 inch), 
* Midnapore (‘75 inch), and Singhbhoom (3 inch), As already stated, the rainfall in Orissa 
“was practically normal, varying between “4 inch and °3 inch, ‘Ihe heaviest rainfallg in 
Ba hours during tbe month were 3:05 incher at Patuakhally (in the Backergunge district) 
on the 27th, 2°6 inchesat Gogri (in the Monghyr district) on the 20th, and 28 inches 
at Purneah on the same day.

Proceedings of @ meeting of the Muhammadan Educational Endowments Committee, 
held on the 8th January 1887.

Tur records of the proceedings of the last meeting were read and 
confirmed. It was resolved that they should be published. 

The following questions, the considerations of which were postponed from 
the last meeting, were taken into consideration :— 

14, Should the Committee be ontrusted with the management of the Mohsin Fund, as 
suggested in our preliminary report ? 

15. From what source are the exponses of the Committee to be met ? 

Mr. Nolan explained that the revenue of the Mohsin Fund amounted to 
Rs. 1,12,072, of which Rs. 56,565 a year was devoted to the support of Muham- 
madan education in the Lower Provinces generally by maintaining Madrassas 
scholarships, and Moulvies attached to various English schools; also by paying 
the schcol fees of Mehammadans. The distribution was made by Government 
on the advice of the Director of Public Instruction. If the control were 
transferred to the Committee, that body would have definite functions, and. 
a ready means would be provided for meeting the contingent expenses, which 
would be of small amount—say under a thousand rupees a year. 

Nawab Abdul Latif stated that the educational funds of this endowment 
were at first devoted to the maintenance of the Hooghly College, which was 
not a Muhammadan institution Government had some years ago taken over the 
cost of the college, and since then had distributed the Mohsin foundation with 
great care and discretion. The Muhammadans were perfectly satisfied with the 

present management, and it was therefore undesirable to introduce a chan 
He had little faith in consultative bodies and committees, under which the 
majority ruled and no one else washeard. The members might be of the same 
class as an official, apparently relied on by the Collector of his district as a 
representative Muhammadan, whose recommendation that all wakfs should be 
abolished was before the Committee. The history of the Mohsin endowment 
showed the practical use of the old Regulation, since superseded, as under it the 
malversation of the Mutwali had been stopped, and a large revenue made 
available for purpuses of general utility. What was wanted was to revive that 
Regulation. The local agents under it consulted the leading Muhammadans. 
and were in accord with public opinion. He thought the Commissioner or 
Collector as local agent should have powers to call small meetings of those 
interested, relations of the Mutwalis and others. to influence the conduct of the 
management of endowments. In this matter he spoke as the representative of 
a large class. 

‘The President observed that if the Muhammadans were divided 
differences on questions touching on religion, there might be a difficulty in their 
working together on a committee. 

Mr. Ameer Ali said that there were no such differences. All Muhammadans 
were in favour of maintaining the Muhammadan law of wakfs, and he had 
ulways contended that wak/# were religious. They were all agreed as to the 
desirability of preventing malversation. He appreciated Government m 
ment; but having seen more of it than most men, he considered that there were 
objections to it, as it was practically carried out by the Board of Revenue and 
the Executive. He was therefore in favour of trusting the Mohsin funds to 
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mittee. On the other hand, he in no way opposed the Nawab Ab 
Latif’s ieprmaling ta Gavernmsod oflears'in the interior acting with Mahan 
madans‘of influence. — +. 

Nawab Meer Mahomed explained that it was not in the case of the Mohsin 
funds proposed that the Central Committee should supersede any local com- 
mittee, but merely that it should do work now done by Government without the 
advice of those concerned. . 

The Hon’ble Abdul Jubbar said that, in the case of the Mohsin fund 
we Should let well alone. He had no faith in associations or committees. 

- After some further discussion as to the practicability of making other 
endowments contribute to the expenses of the Comumittee, it was resolved 
(Nawab Abdul Latif and the Hon’ble Abdul Jubbar dissenting) that the 

ent of the Mohsin educational funds should be entrusted to the 
Central Committee, without interference with the Committee now managing 
the religious funds of that institution, and that the cost of the Committee might 
be defrayed from the Mohsin educational funds. 

The President’s proposal for the conferring on civil courts of power to 
separate the educational from the religious portion of mixed endowments, on 
the principle of assigning for education all the surplus, then came under 
consideration. 

Mr. Nolan pointed out that the proposal was similar to one made by 
Mr. Ameer Ali at their mocting of the 2nd April. He had then, at the request 
of the President, undertaken to formulate in a written representation the 
views on the subject of the gentlemen with whom he acted. Such a 
statement, coming from a representative source—indeed from those whose 
suggestions were the origin of the Committee—would form the best basis for 
discussion. w 4 

Mr. Ameer Ali undertook to supply such a statement at the next meeting, 
and the consideration of the subject was aajourned. The President observed 
that Nawab Abdul Latif had also expressed distinct views, and requested 
him to reduce them to writing. ‘I'v this the Nawab assented. Nawab Meer 
Mahomed observed that he hoped the question would be considered of the 
disposal of surplus funds where all the specified objects of the endowment had 
been fulfilled. 

The Hon’ble Abdul Jubbar presented copies of his opinions as to the 
meaning of the word /ali-ul iim to the effect tiat it designated religivus sta- 
dents, and moved that the opinions of the most pious and learned Mulammadans 
be taken on the question what interpretation should be put on that word when 
used in deeds of endowment by the Muhammadans of Benyul. 

Mr. Ameer Ali did not object to an enquiry as to the meuning of the werd 
en spoke for itself, being simply the compound-seecker-of-knowledge. 

t he strongly deprecated an enquiry as to what significance it bore in legal 
documents, the construction of which was a question ior the courts. 

~ The Hon’ble Abiul Jubbar said it meaut a seeker of tum, that is, knowledge 
of divine subjects, Mr, Ameer Ali observed that the Caliph Haroun Alraschid, 
in pursuit of im, had sent for Aristotle and other Greek books, und even wade 
war to obtain them. 

Nawab Abdul Latif thought that the enquiry should be made, as he and 
another member of the Committee wished for it, und had a right two cullect such 
evidence as they considered relevant to their cuse. Mr Nolan concurred. 

- The President thought that, as a legal officer appointed to preside, he had a 
right to object to a quesuon which was perplexing, embarrassing, and couius'ng.

A memorandum of the Committee of the Central National Muhammadan 
Association, and a reply by the Hou’ble Abdul Jubbar, dated the 7th February 
1887, were read. Copies of these papers are appended to the proceedings. 

The President observed that the Hon'ble Abdul Jubbar in his note Grew 
a distinction between religious and secular education. ° This was not known to 
the Regulations, which, in dealing with endowments, made the distinction 
between religious objects and secular, apparently including education of what 
ever kind under the latter head. Education should be dealt with as one subject 
and the religious element could not be excluded. as 

The Hon’ble Abdul Jabbar quoted in reply a hadis or tradition from 
Meshkat, which declared that ion, or knowledge, was of three kinds—the koran 
tradition, and the interpretation of these, all the rest being unneces , 

Mr. Ameer Ali moved that the six recommendations in the memorandum 
should be considered one by one. 

Nawab Abdul Latif proposed, as an amendment, that a copy of the memo- 
randum be sent to the Muhammadan Literary Association for the favour ofan 
expression of opinion. He was not as yet prepared to pronounce ‘on these 
important proposals, and could take no part in any discussion which ntight take 
place as to them. 

Mr. Nolan said that by adopting the Nawab’s proposal, Mr. Ameer Ali 
would gain time to elaborate the plan of the Central National Muhammadan 
Association, which was at present u mere outline. For instance, it wag 
proposed ‘ to simplify the procedure at present existing as to the institution of 
suits,” no details being given as to’ how this was to be done. But what 
simplification of procedure would be advantageous in endowment suits that 
would not apply to all litigation? This should be clearly explained. 
It was also proposed to appoint a special officer in each district” to 
institute and conduct endowment suits; but was not this the business 
of the Government Pleader? The third suggestion was that “ educational 
funds” ‘should be under the control of a Central Comniittee; was this 
to apply to such endowments as that of Aktarannissa Khatoon, - the 
tahieutnamehs of which it is provided that ‘ the students shall cee only 
religious education in Muhammadanism ?” The fourth proposal, was to gi a 
the Civil Courts ‘the discretion vested in the Kazi under the Mubammadan 
law.” What was this discretion ? Section 539 of the Civil Provedure seemed 
to give the Civil Courts absolute power in regulating the execution of the — 
pious founder’s wishes, and a Kazi could have no more, ‘then it was proposed 
to create District Committees to advise and ‘to exercise a gen per! 
vision: ” it would be well to state definitely the powers of these bodies, It 
needs no law to authorise the proffering of pal advice, of which we all get 
enough, and a power of general supervision seems a vague phrase. ‘the last 
proposal imposed on the trustees of religious as well as on those of secular 
endowments the obligation to render annual accounts to a Central Committee, — 
He hud at one time to receive and examine the accounts of the four or five 
endowments under the Board of Revenue, and it Was no easy task. Religious 
endowments existed in hundreds. Was the Association prepared to recommend 
the establishment of a large céntral office fur their supervision, and would 
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the Adyocate-General consent to preside over a Committeo havin 
‘The President observed that a more summary procedure would diminish the 
cost and delay of this form of litigation. ‘The employment of a special officer 
would assist the Government Pleader of the district. The President would ive 
‘the Central Committee control over all endowment funds assigned for efecabon 
whether the instruction given was or was not religious. The Committce’s power 
should, however, be exercised in accordance with the testator’s expressed ~wishes : 
thus funds left for religious education should not be appropriated to secular 
education, ‘The right of general supervision to be conferred on District Gom- 
mittees would give the members the right to make local inspections, and 
similar provisions had been found effective in other cases. As to the labours 
of the Central Committee, he had no objection to preside over such a body, and 
did not doubt that the necessary establishment would be provided. 

Mr. Ameer Ali expressed his general agreement with the President.

MEMORANDUM. 


Tnx Committee of the Ceitral National Muhammadan Assoviation, in sub. 
mitting tieir proposals to the Muhammadan Endowment Commitice, desire, in 
the first place, to explain exactly the ohjects the Associvtion has in view in 
seeking th« legislative and administrative assistance of Government for the 
protection and preservation of Muhammadan endowments. 

2 The Envowment Committee was appointed at the instance, and upon 
the motion, of the Central National Muhammadan Association. Pereciving 
the ruin which had overtaken Muhammadan endowments withia the last half 
eentury, und appreciating the gravity of the causes which interfered with 
the progress of the Muhammadans, the Association had urged upon the Govern- 
ment tue expediency of adopting effective messures to enable the Mutam- 
miadan conmunity to preserve their existing wak/s, and to utilise such as 
contained provisions for the support of education towards the advancement of 
their welfare and “progress. ‘Lhe Governmeit was pleased to accept this 
suggestion, and tlie enquiry which has been instituted by the Endowment 
Committee has conclusively established the fact that there still exists a large 
number of endowments in this Province for various pious and charitable 


urposes; and that in very few instances the proceeds of the wak/fare duly . 


applied to the objects for which they were created. It is admitted on all 
hands that within the last few years a great many wak/ properties, owing 
to fhe neglect or misconduct of the Trustees, have been sold in execution of 
decrées as private heritable properties. And it is conceded by those who were 
at first opposed to the objects of the enquiry that a system of supervision and 
control on the part of Government, on the lines of Regulation XLX of 1810, 
would be extremely beneficial. The admission involved in this concession 
justifies completély the action of the A-soviation in urging Government 
interference fir the protection of Muhammadan endowments. It is to be 
regretied that the objects of the Association in making this appeal to 
Government were misrepresent.d in certain quarters. It was suggested 
‘that the Association was anxious to divert the Mubammadan endowments to 
objects alien to the wishes of the donors. The Association thinks it necessary 

erefore to state most emphatically that the sole object it has in view is the 
preservation of Mubammadan endowments, and the application of such funds 
as are available for the advancement of Mubammadan education to their 
legitimate purpose. 

~ 8. The Association has never advocated tie exclusive study of the English 
language among the Muhammadans; it has always insisted upon the study of 
A ‘and Persian by Muhammadans, and the action it has taken from time 
tu time shows conclusively tliat its endéavour has been to promote Muhamma- 
dan education upon 4 traditi nal basis. But it cannot ignore the exigencies 
of the present situation, or forget that, if the Muhammadans are to compete on

equal terms with the Hindus or other communities, they must study the 
language of the rulers of the land in the same way, and to the same 
extent, as the other subjects of Her Majesty, The enquiry instituted 
by the Endowment Committee has amply shown that there are many 
endowments in this Province the wakfnamas of which contain provisions 
for the support of madrassas avd students; and that, in almost 
every case, the support accorded by the trustees is merely nominal. 
The funds which ought to be applied in support of students are, in the 
majority of instances, misappropriated. Considering how the general poverty 
of the Muhammadans has stood in the way of their educational progress, 
this Association believes that the funds available from these sources would 
prove of appreciabie benefit to the Muhammadan student class. It has been 
contended that the provisions in the wakfnamas relating to the support of 
the students (¢dlib-ul-idm) must be construed in a very restricted sense as 
referring only to the support of such students as devote themselves to the study 
of Muhammadan divinity. The Association regrets itcannot admit this contention 
to be correct. There is no ground for the proposition io question, and it is con- 
tradicted by the experience of Muhammadan foundations in other countries, 
where the application of the funds has been widened and liberalised with the 
advance of times and the altered circumstances of the age. With reference to 
this point, the opinion of MoulAna Abool Ebya Mahomed Naim of Lucknow, 
a distinguished Sunni Doctor of Muhammadan divinity, given by him in his 
evidence in the Sassvram Bndowment case, is of considerable value. He says, 
“ ¢ulbas are those who acquire secular knowledge ;” and again “it is proper to 
learn the science of the ruling monarch if such knowledge does not militate 
against one’s religion.” It is admitted that the word (édlib-ul-ilm is generic 
and means a student (a seeker of enbaiotee) generally. From the earliest 
times, not only in India, but in Muhammadan countries, the study of every 
branch of learning and science has been promoted and encouraged by sovereigns 
and chiefs and the well-to-do people, and the mosques and madrassas have 
formed the centres of Mubammadan education. From Mansur DVawéfniki, 
Harfin and Main downwards, there has been one continuous succession of 
supporters of foreign learning. At Damascus, at Bagdad, Cordova, Cairo, 
Samarcund, &c., the study of Greek science and Greek learning was 
always encouraged, And at this moment, in the madrassa attached ‘to 
the mosque of Al-Azharia, the centre of Sunni orthodoxy, European 
languages are studied. It has never been contended that the study of 
Greek under Mamiin was sinful, or that the study of French in the 
madrassas of Constantinople and Cairo is sinful. The idea that the study 
of English is sinful and must be regarded as alien to the wishes of the 
donors is opposed to all the teachings of history and of the Prophet. ; 
4. hat the word ¢d/id-ul-idm means a student or seeker of knowledge in 
all its branches, and is not restricted to a student of divinity alone, will be 
apparent from the following passages occurring in the Koran :— >

6. Nor does there ex'st in the Mubammadan system any such distinction as 
has been recoynised by the Britisii Couris of Justice in this country, especiaily 
since the passing of Act XX of 1863 between secular and religious endow- 
ments. very act, the object of which is to do good to others, is regarded asa 
religious act, and consequently every endowment or wak/ created for a 
charitable or pious purpose stunds in the same category, and is governed by 
the same rules asa purely religious wak/, A madrassa in which foreign 
learning is taught is os mucti a wakf under the Mubammadan Law as 
mosque, In this connection, the Association would mention that the cypres 
doctrine is carried to the utmost limit in the Muhammadan system. If one 
makes an appropriation for charity generally, without any specification of the 
purpose,—

_* “If the person were to make a dedication 
generally for charitable purposes, then without any 
difference of opinion the waky property will be 
applied for the benefit of the poor and indigent, 
and for all pious acts and objects, which may be 
the means of approaching the deity. Birr, or 
charity, is a word which comprehends all good 
and pious actions (khair), such as the help 
of the poor, the assistance of the weak, the im- 
provement of the condition of the Mussulmans, 
the performance of Hajj, education and support 
of students, &c.” 


7. The same doctrine prevails in the Sunni schools. Mere vagneness or 
uneertainty does not lvad to the failure of a wakf, for in such a case the law 
itself supplies the defect by declaring that the trust shouid be in favour of such 
objects as approach nearest in character to the intended object of the wak/, 
or, even when that is not expressed, to the support of the poor and needy, In 
the absence of explicit directions on the part of the wdkif, the hakim has the 
power of framing a scheme by himself, or in consultation with the beneficiaries 
for the administration of the wakf. 

8. The Kazi, as the representative of the sovereign in his judicial capacity, 
is the general curator of all wak/s, whether public or private. In Tiltkey, 
however, endowments which are in their nature public, or the benefits of 
which are for the public generally, are under the direction, control and super- 
vision of a special officer appointed by the Government, who is called’ the 
Nazir-i-Awkéf. Upontheir accession to sovereign power, the British for some 
time allowed the endowments, which owed their origin principally to the 
bounty of the former rulers and chiefs, to remain in a state of disorder; but 
the necessity of a law for the preservation of Hindu and Muhammadan trusts 
soon presented itself, and Regulation XI of 1810 was the result. 

9. In 1868, however, Government divested itself by Act XX of that year 
of ail connection with the religious endowments of both Hindus and Muhamma- 
dans, and retained the control only of such institutions as were secular in their 
character. 

10, The preamble and the earlier sections of this Act indicate conclusively 
its scope, and there can hardly be any doubt that its operation was confined to 
such trusts or endowments as were transferred to trustees under sections 4 to 
7 of the Aet. And sv it was expressly decided in the case of Delroos Banoo 
Begum versus Nawab Syed Asghur Ally Khan. 

11. The principle laid down in Deiroos Banoo Begum versus Nawab Syed 
Asghur Ally, with reference to the nature and scope of Act XX of 1863, has been 
practically overruled by the decision in Jan Ally versus Ram Nauth Mundul. In 
this case it has been held, in effect, that every mosque, Hindu temple, college, 
or religious institution, for the support of which land had been granted by 
the preceding Governments, or by individuals, comes within the purview of 
the Act, and that consequently no suit can be instituted with reference to 
any of these institutions without leave having been first obtained under 
section 18. This ruling apparently was adopted in another ease decided by 
the Caleutta High Court. .The Allahabad High Court has dissented from 
the view entertained by the Ei ema ee has held that every 

, uhammadan has an inherent right to maintain

of Act XIV of 1882 (the Civil Precedure Code), refers to— 
“trusts created for public, charitable or religious 
purposes” exclusively, Toenable a iary to 
proceed under the provisions of this section applicable toa wak/, it would be 
necessary to show that the trust is for a public, charitable or religious purpose ; 
in other words, that it was vested in the public or that the beneficiaries are 
selected fromthe general body of the public ‘ 
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conflicting character of the decisions existing on the sub- 
ject, and the difficulty of procedure, both under Act XX of 1863 and the Civil 
Procedure _no proper check or control can be exercised at present over the 
numerous endowments which have survived the misconduct of the trustees 
and the avarice of money-lenders. 

. 18. The Association desires in conclusion to offer the following sugges. 
tions as to the proposals to be submitted by the Endowment Committee to 
Government :— 

I. That the Legislature be moved to simplify the procedure at present 
existing as to the institution of suits relating to the administration of trusts, 
and that an officer be appointed in each district to institute and conduct such 
suits when directed by Government. The Association would suggest, with a 
view to save any extra expense, that a Muhammadan Deputy Magistrate or 
executive officer of suflicient experience may be invested with such

II. That a Central Committee, consisting of a few Muhammadans, with the 
Advocate-General of Bengal as its President, be appointed to exercise a general 
supervision over Muhammadan endowments, and to see that the funds are 
properly applied. This Committee should receive reports from the District 
Committees, and in case of breach of trust and misconduct, or misapplication 
of funds on the part of the trustees, may move Government, if necessary, to 
direct the authorised officer to institute a suit on that behalf. 

Ill. That in case of educational funds, the Central Committee should 
have the power of directing how they should be applied. 

IV. That the Civil Court be authorised by the Legislature, when the 
funds are not specifically apportioned in any wak/namah, to exercise the discre- 
tion vested in the Kazi under the Muhammadan Law, and apportion tbe funds 
in accordance with the requirements of each special case. 

V. That District Committees be appointed consisting of a few Muham- 
madans, with the Collector as President, to advise the mutwallis, and to 
exercise a general supervision over the wak/s, Such supervision should not 
be inquisitorial. 

VI. That the trustees of the endowments, religious and secular, 
should furnish to the Central Committee yearly accounts of receipts and 
disbursements. 

14, The Association deprecates the revival of Regulation XIX of 1810 in 
respect of religious trusts. In the opinion of the Association, it is inexpedient, 
in view of the existing circumstances of the country, to vest executive officers 
of Government with the plenary powers which the Regulation gave them, ‘The 
Association ventures to think that the present suggestions would protect and 

rve the Muhammadan wakfs without any unnecessary interference with 
their honest management. 
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NOTE BY THE HON’BLE ABDUL JUBBAR, 


Tuts Committee has been appointed in accordance with the orders of the Government of 
India, passed on a memorial submitted by the Central National Maubammadan Association, in 
which, among other things, the necessity of preserving and utilizing the existing Muhammadan 
eudowments for educational purposes was urged upon the attention of that Government. 

The Committee, as its name indicates, as to deal with educational endowments, and to 
report what action, executive or levislative, may, in their opinion, be necessary for preventing 
misuppropriation of such endowments. From passages in the Resolutious, both of the Govern- 
ment of India and of the Bengal Government, it is evident that the Oommiitee’s enquiry 
shoald not extend to religious endowments, but should be confined to educational endowments. 
Therefore, the first thing which the Committee hus to do is to eliminate religious endowments 
from the number of those reported to be in existence in Bengal. This, 1 am constrained to say, 
is not ap eusy task for them. A Muhammadan endowment or wak/ is a legacy for pious uses, 
and 1s intended for the spiritual benefit of the uonor, 

li is true that in some deeds of endowment is to be found a provision for the maintenance: 
of Zalibul, ilems, but therein the word means students of divinity, and not seekers of secular 
knowledge, such as I admit is now-a-days required for the amelioration of the condition in life 
of the Inuian Mussuimans. Much stress is laid upon the literal siguification of tne word; but 
nv Doctor of Mubammadan law, wien called upon to expound it in reference to its use in a deed 
of endowment, can, I am sure, conscientivusly imterpret it in the way in which it will be 
ucceptable to the more worldly-minded individuals of the present generation, We often see 
yeaders of Quorans and Fekha in mosques, khaukas, muktubs and madrassas founded by pious 
Mussulwaus, and it is the maintenance of such readers or learners that the founders intended, 

The memorial asked for, and the Government orders direct an enquiry inw, Muhammadan 
educational endowments ; but both are silent as to the character of the education contemplated 
by the donors. } 

Every well-wisher of the Muh mmadan community will be indebted to the Committee tor 
any méusure which they may sugyest for the protection of all Mubammadan endowments from 
miseppropriation ; bav the Munammadan public will loudly complain should funds set apart 
by Mubamwadan donors for religious instructions be wholly or partly applied to seoular 
education. Most of the endowments brougnt tv the notice of tue Committee | ear dates prior to 
and at the time of the Muhammaduns, whose religious scruples have within che space of 40 veurs 
reduced many respectable Mubammadan families in Bengal to the deplorable condition in which 
we now see them, and which, I am thankful to say, bas attracied the atievtion of the authorities. 
It will therefore be fallacious to argue that it will not be diverting to purposes uliem to the 
wishes of the donors if we devote endowed funds tu other than religious traimng, 7 

Happily for the Muhammadans that they bave vow come to see the mistakes of their 
predecessors and the advantages of a liberal Knulish education, bur it would bea clear mise 
appromistion of endowments if studeuts of Englich were supported by funds intended for the 
use of those devoted tu the study of religion, Ido not wish wo discuss what is meant by 
*ilem” or knowledge in Moslem theolugy.* ‘The subject hus been discussed threadbare by 
the learned doctors in every countrv to which the faith of Islam has extended. The works 
of those Muhummadan “ wlemas” who had devoted their whole lives to religion are sufficient 
authority for the guidance of the votaries of Islam in the affairs of the next world, and they 
stund in no need of further comments on the Quoran and the Ahadis, ‘Tne time has not 
come, and I hope will never come, when the Mubammadans will in religious matters be 
guided by tbe opinions of auy Association or Society, the main ubject of wuich is or may 
be to secure political advantages, 

We are ail alive to the advantages of an English education, and we ought to make every 
lawful eflort to obtain it; but in order to secure wuat We most desire, and what is essential 
ro our Welfare in the world, we cannot do a gross injustice to the souls of the departed. 
In order to qualify ourselves for seats in the High Court, for appointwents in the Judicial and 
Executive Services, and for Local Self-Government, we ought not to rob the funds purposely 
provided for religious instructions. Our ancesiors, with whose endowments the Committe 
is concerned, aud whose intentions the Oummittee is now to explain, were firm’and honest in” 
their religious convictions and Lad no jdea of what is now called secular education, 

With the advance of what is culled civilizution, religion has showu symptoms of 
decadeuce, and nothing seems to require so much suopurt as religion. No true friends of 
Islam should be a purty to any meusure which will deprive the Mohammadans, wholly or 
partially, of the meuus available for religious instructions. Seeular education, which has its 
upparent advantages, does not require much special encouragement; but in allages, and 
amoog all nations, funds have often been provided for the arssemination of religious edugi-— 

wou, Colleges and schovls have been opened throughout the country for imparting secular”

The prophet (the blessing and peace of God be with him) said :~“Z/m or knowledge is of thre kinds, established 
text sp verete of the Quoras ; the correct traditions ; and the lawful ; Rag hs crap meee ns, and that 
whatever is beyoud these three is not necessary.”

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education, but religions instructions are given only in ‘mosques, khankas, and madrassas 
mostly supported by endowments. If the attempt to withdraw, by means of legislation, partly 
or wholly, any funds bequeathed by pious Mussulmans for religious education be successful 
the time will not be Cistant when no one will be found to perform religious ceremonies, eatichs 
less to give religious instructions, and when the dead will be buried without a funeral 
service. 

"I do not deny that there is evidence that since the repeal of Rogalation XIX of 1810 
endowments have, in some instances, suffered from mismanagement or misappropriation, That 
Regulation, which vested in the Board of Revenue and Board of Commissioners the genoral 
superintendence of ali lands granted for the support of mosques and colleges, and for other 
pious and beneficial purposes, was passed to enable Government to see that all such endow- 
ments were applied according to the real intent and will of the grantors, As long as the 
rules embodied in that Regulation were in operation, there was proper check upon the proceed. 
ings of managers and trustees in immediate charge of endowments, and instances of mis- 
appropriations were rare, A. reference to section 1 of the Regulation would show that it was 
an important dury of every Government to provide tuat all endowments were applied 
according to the real intent and will of the grantor, and I ain not aware of the reasous which 
in 1883 ied Government to divest itself of that duty. Act XX of wnat year gave to indivi+ 
duals interested in a mosque, temple or religious establishments a right of suing a manager 
or trustee of such mosque, temple or religions estavlishment, but the difficulties of instituting 
and establishing a civil suit ayainst one in power are so vreat that private individayls seldom 
think of exercising that right. On the other hand, if the Board ond the District Officers still 
had that power of supervision which Regulation XIX of 1810 gave them, they wouli be able 
to remedy at once any evil which mightarise from the misconduct of managers and trastevs 
of endowed properties. Iam therefore strongly in favour of the revival of thut Regulation 
which was in force for upwards of half a century, and against which no objection was ever 
raised by the people, As regards the proposals which have emanated from one cf our 
colleagues for the formation of Central and Branch Committees, I beg to say that I quite 
disapprove of them. The Muhaminadan public will have more confidence in the European 
officers than in the soi-disant leaders of their own community, who are supposed ta be 
impatient to see a radical chanze in the present state of things. No friends and neighbours 
of Mubammadan donors will ever consent to any interference with the arrangement: which 
are or may be consistent with the wishes of the latter. For instance, the transfer of any 
funds from one place to another will be prejudicial tothe mosque, khanka or madrassa main« 
tained or intended to be maintained by an endowment. On the principle that charity begins 
at home, évery donor intended that his immediate neighbour should be benefited by any 
property which he might leave for religious or charitable purposes.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEORGLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING FRIDAY, THE Jitn OF 
FEBRUARY 1887. 


Arthe end of the previous week the barometer was considerably below the normal 
(the deficiency averaging a tenth of an inch for the province), winds were light and unsteady 
and blowing from the sea in the coast districts, and temperature and humidity were hence 
considerably above the average. These conditions continued unchanged until the morning of 
the 7th. The barometer then began to rise, and pressure increased rapidly and continuously 
during the remainder of the week. The total rise of the barometer during this period varied 
in amount from ‘22” at Chittagong to °33” at Oalcutta. Winds reverted to their cold-weather 
directions, and a rapin fall of temperature ensued, which gave remarkably low night aud Dis 
temperatures on the 10th and 11th throughout the whole province. The humidity of the 
air, which was considerably above the average on the Sth and 6rh, fell rapidly, and the air 
became abnormally dry throughout the whole of the province. The tall of temperature was 
most marked in North Bengal. Lower minimum temperatures were registered in North 
Bengal on the morning of the 11th than have occurred for many years. Thus at Julpigori 
the minimum temperature in the shade on the night of the 10th was 36°, at Rungpore 37° 
at Dinagepore 889°, and it is very probable that out iw the open near the ground the 
temperature in the northern districts of North Bengal fell down to, if not below, freezing 
point. The minimum in shade thermometer at Darjeeling fell to 21°9° or 10°3° below 
freezing int on the ponight of the 10th. 

The decreace in the humidity was most marked in North Bengal, the northern and 
cantral districts of East Bengal and South-West Bengal, and it is hence evident that this great 
change of atmospheric condition was not due to the transmission of a wave of cold and dry air 
from Upper India, as the air was warmer and generally moister in Behar and Chutia Nagpur 
than over the whole of North and Central Bengal, Tae ouly explanation appears to be that 
it was an effect transmitted from the hilis to the uorth of Bengal, and which began as 
soon as the skies cleared after the recent stormy weather and heavy snowfall in the Hima- 
layas. The weather during the whole weck was fine, and during the latter half of the week 
unusually cool and dry. No rain fell, except one or two light local showers of no importance, 
in Eas: Bengal. 

The barometer oscillated slightly from the 5th to the 7th, and then rose continuously 
from the 7th to the end of the week. The average amouut of the rise in South-West 
Bengal (where it was greatest) was ‘°31”, in Orissa and North Behar *28”, in South Behar, 
Chutia Nagpur, East Bengal, North Bengal, and at Darjecling -25”. The meau pressure of 
the week is slightly above the normal mean by amounts varying from ‘O1” to -04", 

Temperature wos from 2° to 5° above the average on the Sth and Gth. It then began to 
decrease, and was unusually low at the end of the week. The fall was most marked in the 
night temperature. In North Bengal the minimum temperature in the shade was from 
10° to 15° lower at the end of the weck than at the beginning. The minimum temperature 
of North Bengal on the night of the 10th was 40°20°, of North B har 41°5°, of South Behar 
45°4°, of Hazaribagh in Chutia Nagpur 4/°9°, and of South-West Bengal 49:7°. 

The mean temperature of tne week was 34° below the normal mean in Chutia Naypur 
and North Behar, 24° in South Behar, and 14° in East and South-West Bengal, Orissa is 
the only division in which the temperature aud other couditiors were practically normal 


during the week.
